D efining 
so called 
"Progressive 
Education” 
as 
a 
protest 
against 
form alism in modern schools, and 
•showing that progressive education 
doesn't 
depend 
upon 
equipment, 
but It is the attitude of the teacher 
and adm inistration toward organ­ 
ization. Dr. James Kinder of Pitts- 
btngh. highlighted the afternoons 
program on Education at the m eet­ 
ing of Lawrence County Federation 
Tuesday, in Highland U. P. church. 
Dr. Kinder, who Is head of the D e­ 
partm ent of Education at Pennsyl­ 
vania College for Women, went >n 
to 
say 
that 
m aterial aspects 
of 
education have been em phasised too 
m uch, and the child for whom the 
system exists, has been forgotten. 
The tendency has been for every 
m ovem ent, agency and institution 
to beromc formal, and over organ­ 
ized. and it is to overcom e this a tti­ 
tude, that Progressive Education has 
been developed. 
"Developm ent of normal interests 
precedes in importance, the im posi­ 
tion of subject m atter; education 
grows out Of 
hum an experiences, 
rather than from mere acquisition; 
of 
inform ation; 
subject 
m atter 
adapted to individual that m otivated 
work achieves richer results than 
passive learning; 
that freedom to 
Jearn is more com pelling than im ­ 
posed routine, and that individual 
is a whole personality and must be 
tau gh t as such becau. : he functions 
as such.” 
Basie Philisophy 
This in short, is the basic phil­ 
osophy of Progressive Education, the 
speaker said, and great strides have 
been accom plished toward this in­ 
dividualism 
within 
the 
past 
few 
years. 
The m ovem ent is new, re­ 
sults 
being noted 
principally, 
in 
elem entary grades, although the in- 


fluence Is now being felt in some 
colleges, 
particularly 
su c c e ssfu l, 
being the few of the latter group 
established for this purpose. 
Dr. Kinder stressed society’s sen ­ 
sitiveness to youth problems in gen­ 
eral, relating numerous projects in 
which youth in this country, is being 
protected, rather than exploited, as 
in many foreign countries. 
Schools 
arc free from cliques and special 
interests, attendance is compulsory, 
and the child is guarantted a fair 
start in life. 
Outside the schools, the various 
agencies, churches, 
clubs and 
in ­ 
dividual groups, are working toward 
the solution of the youth problem, 
and within the post few years, the 
governm ent 
has 
supported 
such 
organizations as the C. C. C. camps. 
N. Y. A. and sim ilar groups. 
Society 
has dem onstrated 
tim e 
and tim e again, it stands by youth, 
and in concluding his very instruc­ 
tive talk, the noted educator adm it­ 
ted educational progress is slow, but 
hope is eternal that tlie race will be 
won. 
Dr. Kinder was introduced by Mrs. 
James L. Vogan, chairm an of D e­ 
partm ent of Education of Lawrence 
County Federation, through whose 
efforts, together with those of the 
program com m ittee, headed by Mrs. 
S. D. Pearson, the mast outstanding 
program of the year was presented.

Mrs. Roy A. Long dealt with the 
first sub-topic. "Education 
is

Process of Soul Environm ent.” She 
pictured the old fashioned school 
she at tended-the one room with a 
stove In the center, one teacher for 
all grades. A little later, this type 
was replaced with the four room 
school with two grades to a room, 
then there were three years of high 
school. 
She spoke of the difference in 
curriculum in her day and today, 
em prasizing the idea, "Schools of 
yesterday should not be called ‘bet­ 
ter or w’orse’ than those of Today, 
but ‘Did they fill the need of the 
day?’’ Observing successful men and 
women about us, the answer is "yes, 
they did.” 
She was grateful for the disci­ 
pline of early days, and in connec­ 
tion With her talk, she had a good 
display of M cGuifey readers and 
modern books.

Education 
Speaking on another phase, Mrs, 
Frank L. Burton said, "I believe in 
Art education, because no education 
is com plete w ithout it. It enriches 


the life of a child, each one being 
endowed with the power to create.

This guidance was found 
necessary when 
statistics 
showed 
that only about one-fourth of the 
pupils who entered first grade ever 
reached high school, and that fully 
50’ 
never went beyond sixth grade, 
and that more than a million such 
youths annually filled ranks of in ­ 
dustry, m ost of them totally unpre­ 
pared for their work. 
Seek Vocational Schools 
A plpa was made for co-operation 
in 
re-opening 
vocational 
depart­ 
m ents in the Junior high schools in 
New Cattle schools. 
Federal aid for 
this purpose is $7,400 and the speak­ 
er thought som ethings should 
be 
done about it. that useful m achin­ 
ery should be gotten out of storage 
and put in running order again. 
To dem onstrate the practicability 
of vocational guidance in the local 
higli school, Mrs. Viola Hoaly, head 
of the departm ent of Home Econ­ 
omics. displayed splendid handwork 
of som e of her students, among 
which was a dress made by a 17 
year old girl. 
She spoke of other 
lines of guidance in which her stu ­ 
dents show proficiency and replaced 
the old idea of "Domestic Science" 
with the new which is 
take every 
activity of home and try to repro­ 
duce it faithfully in the class room 
for detailed study. 
To conclude the morning session, 
voted extrem ely good.
